Clarification for Ion-Generating Equipment”, published in
the Federal Register by the Environmental Protection
Agency on September 21, 2007 (72 Fed. Reg. 54039,

54040), which provided that only ‘“‘ion-generating equip-
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ment would require registration as a pesticide under [the
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Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide Act

(FIFRA)]”).
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
